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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants response filed 1 1/03/2008 is acknowledged. 

Status of the claims: 

Claims 47, 50, 81, 83-85, 87-90, 92-94, 96-98, 101 are pending. 

Claims 47, 50, 81 , 83,87, 92, and 96 were rejected. 
Claims 84, 85, 88, 89, 93, 94, 97, 98, 101 were objected to. 

Response to Applicants Remarks: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Previously presented rejection of claim 50 under 35 USC §112 second paragraph is 
withdrawn in view of amendments to claim and persuasive arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



The rejection of claims 47, 50, 81 , 83,87, 92, and 96 under 35 USC § 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by the cited references is maintained for reasons of record. 
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Applicant argues that cited references are drawn to pharmaceutically useful 
oxime ethers and thus do not anticipate the instantly claimed compounds which are 
drawn to oximes. As such applicant argues, prior art describing compounds that fall 
within the scope of generic formula I of the instant claims without teaching their use as 
part of a pharmaceutical composition is not sufficient to anticipate the present invention. 
Furthermore, the Examiner does not present extrinsic evidence which makes it clear 
that any of the oximes of Meshcheryakova 1 , Meshcheryakova 2, or Basinski which fall 
within the scope of formula I of the instant claims would be necessarily present in a 
pharmaceutical composition described in any of the cited references or would be so 
recognized bypersons of ordinary skill in the art. "Inherent anticipation may not be 
established by probabilities or possibilities. The mere fact that a certain thing may result 
from a given set of circumstances is not sufficient." In re Robertson, 169 F.3d 743,745, 
49 USPQ2d 1949, 1950-51 (Fed. Cir. 1999). See the Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure (MPEP). 

Response: Applicant does not disagree that the compounds shown in the prior 
art fall within the generic formula I. As such the rejection is maintained because in 
accordance with MPEP, the recitation 'pharmaceutical composition' has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is 
generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not 
depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
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limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 
1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 195. 

Conclusion: 

Claims 47, 50, 81 , 83,87, 92, and 96 are rejected. 

Claims 84, 85, 88, 89, 93, 94, 97, 98, 101 remain objected to for reasons stated in the 
previous office action.
